had a real “success story” insofar as growth is concerned, 
he needs look no farther than to the Boy Scouts of America, 

But if growth has been rapid during the 49 years the 
U.S. organization has been in existence, it’s nothing com- 
pared to what can be expected in the years ahead . 

To meet the needs of the rapidly-growing number 
of boys of Scout age, hundreds of adults in the south county 
area, along with similar groups throughout the nation, will 
have to shoulder new responsibilities in behalf of the boys. 

Here’s how it-stacks up: 

In a message ‘to the nation’s 536 local Boy Scout 
councils on the 49th anniversary of the organization to be 
observed during Boy Scout Week, February 7 to 13, Dr. 
Arthur Schuck, Chief Scout Executive for the nation, 
called for sound planning “predicated on an understanding 
and knowledge of the current situation as well as past 
growth and development.” 

_ He said that today there are 3,617,000 boy members in 
the organization or 24.6 per cent of the 14,722,000 boys 
between the ages of eight and sixteen. 

In order to maintain the same ratio at the end of 

1963, when there will be 16,963,000 boys of those ages, 

there should be 4,173,000 Cub Scouts, Boys Scouts 

and Explorers, Dr. Schuck said. To reach one-third 
would mean 5,648,000 boy members. 

In 1958 the San Mateo County Council reached four 
of every five Cub age boys, three of every four Scout age 


boys and one of every seven Explorer age boys serving 
18,200 Cub Scouts, Boy Scouts and Explorers in 371 Cub 
Packs, Scout Troops and Explorer Units. 

“Looking ahead for the next five years,” says the Chief 

Scout Executive, “we must recognize that never has it been 
so important or imperative that the youth of our nation 
be trained to high idealism, acquired through unselfish 
service, by self-reliance and cooperative, effort. 
“They must understand and practice the basic prin- 
ciples on which our nation was founded and recognize 
that security is the fruit of freedom and that without free- 
dom, there can be no security. 

The San Mateo County Council has 5,000) men 
serving as unit leaders and in other volunteer capac- 
ities. Serving as Den Mothers in Cub Scouting there 
are more than 1,000 women. 

Recognizing the county's 6,000 volunteer leaders, Dr. 
Schuck said the greatest influence in Scouting’s growth 
“has been the dedicated service of laymen willing to invest 
their time, their energy, and their money in the interest 
of training youth to do their duty to God and country and 
to preserve and strengthen our heritage and to develop a 
nation so that it may be spiritually, dynamically and men- 
tally strong and morally straight.” 

Calling camping the heart of the Scouting program, 
the Chief Scout Executive points out that current and 
anticipated growth would require additional camp sites 
and facilities. He warned that good camp sites are getting 
scarcer, 

Last year 1,700 boys and leaders had summer camp- 
ing experiences at Camp Pomponio, Camp Ed Barrer and 
Camp Kit Carson.

er things, “So long as the coun- 
ties totally administer and to- 
tally finance this (géneral re- 
lief) program, the legislature 
should not impose standards of 
eligibility and assistance. Each 
county, by law, is required to 
cure for its residents who are 
indigents and it must adopt its 
policy and standards in writ- 
ing. The board of supervisors 
should be responsible for these 
standards to the legislature.” 


There is no question that 
the iron-clad laws laid down 
for aid payments have much 
to do with the rapidly rising 
costs. Even with state and 
federal assistance, the local 
taxpayers pay out millions 
and yet the controls come 
down from Sacramento. 

The secrecy that surrounds 
aid spending is tighter than 
any Iron Curtain country rule. 
The association points. out. the 
latest particular strategy in 
the rising welfare bills. The 
newsletter states: 

“The State Social Welfare 
Board has declared that begin- 
ning March 16 all drugs (ex- 
cept the life savers) will, be 
paid ‘ out. of the special 
needs »>’'on of public assist- 
ance iccipient grant—and no 
lenger from the Medical Care 
Trust Fund. 

“This costly action came be- 
cause the use of drugs by reei- 
pients over the past 10 months 
has forced the Medical .Care 
Fund to the brink of bankrupt- 
cy. While the move will re- 
store fiscal solvency to the pro- 
gram, its net effect will be to 
dump $1,750,000 in added ad- 
ministrative costs upon the 
count only one-half of 
which is reimbursable by Un- 
cle Sam. 

“The board’s action was dras- 
tic. It means that if the recipi- 
ent has room in his $16 per 
month special needs allowance 
he can use it for the non-saving 
life drugs. If he doesn’t have 
room, then he must either use 
his other resources or buy 
no drugs at all. 

“The new policy will result 
in a $4 monthly saving per re- 
cipient to the Medical Care. As. 
a solution to the crisis of over- 
utilization, the board’s action 
is more of a transfer of ‘tax 
funds than it is a reduction:in 
benefits. Roose il 

“In fact, average assistance 
grants for the aged will show 
a substantial increase—an. ad- 
ditional $6.5 million annually. 

“The state will pay 6 1/7..0f 
this increase and the counties 
1 7. This in an additional coun- 
ty financial burden of almost 
$1 million annually. 

“Another way of stating 
the drastic effects of this 
transfer upon the counties is 
as follows: for every $3.50 
saved the Medical Care Trust 
Fund it will cost $1 addition- 
al to administer the drug 
payments as a special need.” 

Powerful though the: super- 
visors association might be, we 
have little hope that its offici- 
als will have any success in put- 
ting over their recOmmenda- 
tion. Even in a comparatively 
small county like San Mateo 
the annual relief bill is run- 
ning about $7 millions, and the 
combined health and welfare 
program is half of our more 
than $25 million budget,, 

But instead of going down, 
you can look for the total’ to 
rise drastically and we would 
blame much of it on the regu- 
letions set down in Sacramento 
and the lack of any pretense at. 
decisions on the home front

known. 

Although it is a drop in the 
bucket, our own board of su- 
pervisors has approved a move 
that will add a few thousands 
to the tax bill. On recommenda- 
tion of the superior court judg. 
es, the board has. approved a 
plan for a central jury panel 
system that will be tried out 
for for the balance’ of the pre- 
sent fiscal year. 

The cost is expected to run 
between $800 and $900 for 

the next five months, but 
will up the cost of court jury 
trials by about $4000 next 
year. 

Under the new system, the 
jury commissioner will set up 
a central jury panel of 100 citi- 
zens. The jurors will be assign- 
ed to the courts and will not 
work in the same court, or with 
the same group as has been the 
custom. Many of the attorneys 
felt that the old system where- 
by the same jury personnel 
remained in the same court for 
90 days did not give fair jus- 
tice. It was thought that as the 
jurors became better acquaint- 
ed there was a better chance 
for influence among the jurors. 
It seems that the longer a jury 
stayed the smaller the damag- 
es that it allowed in accident 
cases. Is that bad? 

Regardless, the attorneys 
have won at least part of their 
fight and the new system will 
be studied carefully between 
now and July 1 by both the su- 
perior court judges and other 
officials. If it proves a success 
the plan undoubtedly will he-

It never fails to surprise ,sprout, 
gardeners that dwarf | growth is well along. When top |@ ® Ready-to-Finish

fruit trees bear normal size |growth 
inches, tubers are ready to set 
out in pots or in the ground. 


fruit. And when they discover | 
the size of a dwarf’s total crop, | 
they are often really amazed. | 
These Tom Thumbs of the| 
fruit orchard are truly the) 
home gardener’s friend. | 

Not all the dwarfs are of sim- 
ilar small size. Citrus, for ins-| 
tance, reaches only about eight | 
feet high by eight feet wide at | 
maturity. Pears and apples |- 
usually grow 10 feet, peaches | 
slightly more; cherries and ap- | 
ricots may go 15 feet at matur- 
ity—still small compared to 
the normal tree. 


In addition to fitting into 
small gardens, dwarf fruit al- 
50 fits the gardener’s busy 
‘schedule. While pruning and | 
spraying requirements are 
much the same—variety for 
variety — as with full-size 
trees, it is easy to see that | 
there is much less of it and 
it is easier to get at with the 
dwarf. 


Another advantage, often ov- 
erlooked, is that dwarf fruit 
trees come into bearing much 
earlier than their full-size coun- 
| age bes You often pick fruit 
he second summer after plant- 
ing a dwarf. You wait three or 
more years with the others. 

It is a mistake to think, how- 
éver, that dwarfs, by virtue of 
their adaptability to garden 
tise, don’t need the same things | : 
any fruit tree needs. Good fer- 
tile soil is always best and a 
sunny location is a must if fruit 
production is to reach capacity. 
Since the root system is shal- 
lower, the dwarf will need a}: 
Wit more frequent irrigation.

for this happy situation goes to’ 
California’s own begonia grow: | 
ers. From them in recent years | 
have come a succession of new 
begonias.
